As was to be expected, the bulk of 


thecrowd was ol Itepubliran affilia- 
tion, the few llemocrats In attend- 
ance being mainly attaches of the 
outgoing administration or the few 
Demo:ratic legislators elect. That 
they did notenterintothespirit of the 
occasion with the zest of the domin- 
ant faction was evident enough. No 
man should be blamed for l>eing de- 
pressed at his own funeral, and 
particularly In the presence of his 
mother-in-law. Hut in the perform- 
ance of his somewhat trying duties 
Governor Peck exhibited a courtesy 
and good taste that was the subject 
of much flattering comment.

tles. In all this he to perfectly :iatu- 
ral and thereby has added materially 
to his strength. I noticed a character- 
istic f.iet, typical of the naturalness 
and loyalty of the man. When h«- 
left his home at Marshfield to take 
possession of his office, n very resjieet-

H he had never been elected by the 
largest majority ever given by the 
l>eopleof this state. 


The favorable Impression made by 


Governor Upham 
throughout the 


Innaugural cennonle* was Intensified 
by his message to the legislature 
and his method of delivering It. Of 
late years, the Governor has con- 
tented himself with sending to the 
legislature a copy of bis address 
which. In such cases, would be read 
by the clerk, but Governor Upham, 
very wisely, I think, chose to return 
to the old style and delivered It him- 
self before a highly destlngulshed au- 
dience consisting of both houses of 
the legislature, the just ices of the Su- 
preme court. theofflcial functionaries 
and numerous private citizens.

ons, could not I»e bettered. Ths 
naming of Col. Anderson as Gover- 
nor's Private Secretary anil of Jem? 
' Murphy as Assistant Kail Koad 
Commissioner was particularly hai>- 
i>yand has given great satisfaction.

NEW ELECTRIC RAILWAY. 


A Patent Out for a System Whtch Wil 


Revolutionize Travel' 


E. S. Shepard of this city has In 


vented and patented a new kind o 
an electric railroad. In talking o. 
the advantages for the contrivance 
over Ihe ordinary mode ol transpor- 
tation he enumerated that the cost 
of Its construction Is lees than the 
ordinary railroads in use. 


It Is constructed almost wholly ol 


wood and that of varities that are 
notmarkctable. viz: Tamerack trees, 
simply peeled, and left In the round, 
Ihls form being much stronger than 
square of the same size. The car Is 
elevated nt least fourteen feet from 
the ground nnd varies In height ac- 
cording to the nature of the ground 
over which the road Is built. The 
height ol grade Is conformed to by 
lengthening or shortening of thc 
main supporters which nre resting 
on piles driven hard Into the ground 
about two feet high with a cap upon 
each pair of piles, which arc sixteen 
and a half feet apart longitudenrfy, 
and transversely, twenty-four feet. 
The main timbers upon which 
the 


tracks nre secured, stand meeting at 
the top and are firmly framed and 
bolted together and each lower end 
rests on the cap of the respective 
piles which aretwenty-fourfeetapart, 
and . the frame when constructed 
forms a letter A. Each side of the 
A supports a track and the space be- 
twetn supports an Iron rail track 
thosimeas an ordinary railruad,and 
Is exported by thejoktbraces form- 
ing the cross In the A as It were. On 
the top of the frames thus construct- 
ed a shingle roof Is built eighteen feet 
wide which covers the whole of tho 
track and frametlmhcrsthus making 
the lasting qualities much greater. 
The cars are exi>ected to make at 


one hundred miles per hour. 


The tire surface bearing Is about 
eighteen or twenty Inches wide as 
the wheels are the 8?<me or nearly 
so ol the common bicycle only they 
are six feet high and the pneumatic 
tire Is about ten Inches in diameter, 
xnd runs In a grove constructed on 
the same plan as a bowling alley, 
for the lower track, and a double 
rrove for the uper track upon which 
the heft of the car rests. The motive 
xiwer Is electricity and the brake 
orve Is a seven feet air fan, and the 
itops are made without strain on 
he trucks, wheels or track and ac- 
complished with an exact niceiety. 
The car Is also equipped withan np- 
Jh'ance used similar to the air cush- 
ons ui>on a common door, only it 
resembles a shot gun feed at n saw 
mill BO that cars can run together at 
irapIJ rate without much Incon- 
-enVnceas It stojw so easily within 
he length of each plumper which are 
always extended so as to I* ready 
or such an accident. The large air 
an ordinairly which Is always In 
motion when the car Is not standing 
till also serves to assist locomotion 
nnd lieats air into an air chamber 
hat is connected with a four Inch 
nbe that Is always pointed Into the 
groove En front of the car and n veri- 
able cyclone Is directed so as to re- 
nove any 
olistructions from the 


;roove or track, as the end of the 
nozze! of the tube Is supplied with a 
->ad of thin strong steel that whirls 
he air current then giving the cur- 
rent n centrifugal motion, and acts 
as a cow catcher without allowing 
he car to come In contact with the 
object on the track. 


The form of the car Is cigar shaped 


with eighteen double seats on the In- 
Ide. four feet wide to aecomodate 
wo passengers each, the alale Is two 
eet wide and on the out side away 
rom the track. Each cnr has room 
or thirty-six passangers nnd each 
>alr enters n door opposite each 
neat. Thus a car can be loaded and 
unloaded In one fifth of the time ns 
mlinary and with no pushing, 


:ngor crowding, rherelsalso 


nn electric machine enabling the 
ojieratorof the car to communicate 
wit j any car on the line nt all times 
or with the commercial world, the 
wires of which nre KO closely sup- 
ported nnd nt BO close a" proximity 
with thc car that thb can easily be 
accomplished. 
There are several 


safe-guardsattached to tbecar to pre- 
vent accidents BO that even If the 
wheels should break and fly to pieces 
here Li n shoe that would catch the 
he car and ullde along In the groove 
until the friction Uius caused would 
top the car. 
Mr. Shcpani claims that ten times 
he travel can l»e accommodated with 
ils style of railroad at the same or 
ta«* the expense of the ordinary mode 
of transportation. 


That the same power plant* and 
racks as well as wires cnn beutilited 


In construction that are used In thi 
ordinary electric car tracks, and It Is 
calculated that cars can be dispatch 
ed singly with mail, express nn< 
passengers every fifteen minutes 
The car Is made of sheet steel or 
aluminum, It has a steel chest bur 
glar proof with time locks for each 
passenger ns well as for mail and 
valuable express. 


Certainly the drawings of this 


equipment npjiear to be practicable 
ns nothing Is utilized except appli- 
ances and Torres that are In constant 
use In nearly every town, but It Is a 
combination of such valuable in 
ventlons put together to make up 
the machine. X. Didier. of thclthlne- 
lander Iron Co., has become fiuanial- 
Iy Interested with Mr. Shepard In the 
enterprise.

nicate through him their Instructions 
n regard to arrangement of colors 
ind other details of their carpets.

FISH AND CAME LAWS- 


The Present Statutes In No Way Prevent 


The Destroying Of Th« State Came. 
C. if. Chambers, of this city, who 


Is a true sportsman, nnd n gentleman 
who has made the subject of fish nnd 
game preservation a study for a long 
time, has the following to say In re- 
gard to proposed changes nnd pre- 
sent laws on this matter: 


A committee having l>een nppoint- 


ed on this Imortant matter, I feel It 
to be the time to offer some sugges- 
tions on the situation. With some 
stight modifications, such as making 
them conform to the Michigan and 
Minnesota game laws as to open and 
close season, and privilege of fishing 
lakes and streams that have been 
stocked at state or government ex- 
[>ensey our laws regarding game and 
fish are all right, and if the laws were 
enforced ns they should be. and I 
may say, could !*•, we should not 
liave so much difficulty over them. 


Granted the right of every citizen 


to own proinTty nnd to lease fishing 
and shooting privileges, to nny per- 
sons, under certain conditions, we 
must not forget the game and fis! 
are public proj>erty, l>elonging to the 
whole people, who are taxed accord 
Ing to their possessions to maintain 
these laws as well ns otherexpenses 
connected with good government. 


Kegarding fish It Is quite well un 


derstood that to take a certain i>or 
tlon ol any stream, no matter how 
large, or how small that stream may 
l»e, construct what you may to con- 
fine within reasonable limits the fisli 
that may lie there, nnd In an Incredl 
bly short i>eriod of time the fish have 
all disappeared or nearly so, as to 
make that part of the stream worth- 
less for fishing: but give the fish their 
'reedoni, let them go up stream as 
far as they can, and always will, to 
their spawning l^eds, and no amount 
of legitimate fishing will exhaust the 
stream. 


It Is the violator of our laxvs that 


robs our lakes and streams, and they 
ought to be, and would Ix-, if those 
whosciluty It Is to run them down, 
would only perform that duty. 


It may be said, nnd probably will 


be, that It Is every man's duty to 
enforce good laws, nnd who does 
not agree to this, but where Is the 
nilividual who will take such re- 
sponsibility of being made a sufferer 
ater on, in some other way. 


It seems to me we are in danger ol 


class legislation in these matter*, 
nnd with nil due resi>ect for the 
shooting nnd fishing clubs of the 
country, we should not forget that 
xrause they are wealthy enough to 
>uy or lease the best grounds nnd 
the best waters, this system Ifcnrried 
>ut will eventually result in depriv- 
ng the large majority of |>eople from 
overtaking a trial with rod or gun. 


It b asking too much to ask Hie 


\meriean i>eople to stnnd idly by un- 
il this gtateof affairs has actually 
:aken place, and then rise up as one 
man and say sucli things cannot, 
ili.ilI not !*•- 
The people will stand a great deal 


nnd they ndopt a great many foreign 
tvaya, but the limit Is reached when 
he people of this state, or nny other, 
yes, of Ihe United States, are asked 
o maintain at a great expense Fish 
nnd Game Commis.-Ion with sjxt-ial 
milt cars for the purpose, d'wtribut- 
ng fry all over the United States nnd 


r the stntcof Wisconsin, nnd 


hey have dc|K»ited fry In every lake 
and stream vvitl,nny favorable recom- 
mendation to try to Increase our re- 
ourres In this direction. The main- 
enance of fish hatcheries, the pay of 
men In charge, of game warden*, 
whose principal duty seems to have 
•cento draw his salary,nnd now 
he game club.-* will ask you to make 
urtherlaws regardinggatne and fish, 
don't know what they are, but I 


anticipate they will be largely for 
heir !>cnefit. They don't need them. 
Their money can buy better facll- 
ties than the people generally ever 
want. Investigation ns 
to these 


Iul>s and the value of a membership 
n almost any of them will «how the 
nvestment has paid, nnd arnemlKT- 
hfp originally costing $£"• has In- 
reased In value y*)|*rcent, nnd In 
ome cases even more. Their rules 
regarding mem»>crshlp nre arbitrary, 
ind not every one seeking admission 
o memliersdiip gains It. 
I do not think lam mistaken when 
say the people want game pn»- 
ected, and property so, bat they do 
not want to pay their money nnd 
get no returns. 


One case has come undermy notice, 


ind there nre many similar casual 
know, where the fi*h commissioners* 
car with trout fry has made two or 
more trips in the pa»t fouryears ami 
leposlted thousand* of fry encTi time. 


Last year nclab of Chicago people 
leased the land through which thl* 
Bt ream runs, posted the stream, set 
men to watch It ami would allow no 
one, not n member of their club to 
fish there- This stream has been. 
logged and driven every year until 
last year, and has three reservoir 
dams and Is a most excellent stream 
to fish and for fish, and with the en- 
forcement of our present game laws, 
would always be a good stream for 
fish, and would nfford rest nnd rec- 
reation for many tired and weary 
meu nnd women, but as It now Is, 
the fishing Is secured to the members 
of that club and their friends alone. 
U this right or equitable, or Just? 
Emphatically no. 


The fish there as t-lsewhere belong 


to the people, they have paid for the 
stocking of this stream, and many 
others, and should enjoy the results 
Tor all time to come. No person 
would object to any man or men 
making n stream, if they could, or 
taking some stream not 
already 


stocked at the people's cxi>ense. let 
the club stock it and holil It if they 


>•<> desire. I!ut. with our present 
complete facilities, nnd the enforce- 
ment of good lawn, laws for the |K-o- 
pie. nnd by the |>eople. there will be 
game and fish for all. If, however, 
the people nre to be at this great ex- 
pense that a few organized clubs 
may enjoy these privileges exclusive- 
ly. It would not be asking too much, 
to abandon the hatcheries, abolish 
theofficraand let those who enjoy 
all I he privileges pay for them, tax- 
Ing such club inein!>ersh!p and pm- 
jierty according to Its present value.

The boxes arc all hand made, with the 
greatest care, by women and girls, and 
if the slightest mar from paste or im- 
perfection from rough edges is percept- 
ible, after finishing, the box is cast 
out.The more elaborate styles arc made 
upon special orders, and sometimes are 
marvel* of expensive beauty, perhaps 
by hand painting, by the stamping of a. 
monogram in silver, and to on. For 
one wedding of recent date, the souve- 
nir boxes were of white satin, hand 
painted, and cost S1SU. 


A novelty, really more dainty and at- 


tractive than the satin, is the Bncd- 
ingen box, which is covered with fine 
crepe paper in white. The box opens 
like a casket, is cither square or oblong 
and all round the cover is a tiny frill 
of the crepi paper. A narrow moire 


old cap, such as enlisted men used to 
wear at the bcginifmg ol the war.

rated In silver. The box is tquare, and 
In one corner is a design in bowknots, 
which unite "two hearts that beat as 
one." ItiscovereO with watered pa- 
per and has a silver rici to the cover. 


Mrny of the long and narrow boxes 


have a monogram stamped In one cor- 
ner, in cither gold or silver, showing 
the Intertwined initials of the sur- 
names of both bride and groom. The 
triangular box U novel, but less 
popular than the others, as it Is rather 
difficult, as well as wasteful, to cut the 
cake to fit in It. 
All of these shapes may be carried 


ont In crepo paper,' cither with or 
without a frill about the cover. The 
caterer, as a inle. attends to the mat- 
ter of the souvenir boxes which re- 
lieves tha household of one cf the 
many d:itio* wh'ch crowd In upon one's 
weda;3£ day.—Ella Starr, in X. V. IJc- 
corder. 


thirty-three Inches long by nine inches 
wide and seven inchi» cTeep. The pho- 
tograph was taken with plants in tho 
box. and that helps to display its use.

cost about SI.CXX For a fancy box, *ueh 
as the Minton tile, wo would not advise 
very common or mean-looking plants, 
they would be out of place; but it Is 
not necessary that one should be with- 
out a window box if he dnnot afford 
or does notcaretoinvcstsomuchmoney 
in one ts this would cost—the price 
is about SxOJ With a saw, a ham- 
mer, a chisel, a few nails andlualicr, a 
serviceable box can easily bo'made. 
»*et one-inch: planed pine boards, free 
from knots, and put them together &> 
us to nuke a box of the same size as 
thfi one describCTl; or any size in length 
and width to suit your window, and 
ruint it any desired color. J"cre six 
half-inch augur holes in the bottom at 
e^ual distances and the box I* ready 
fortheplantv If it 5» desired to have 
it a little more fancy in style, procure 
half-Inch black walnut trimmings and 
tack thcrn at to;>, bottom and ends, EO 
as to make it look like a panel. A 
splendid decoration is oilcloth of f. tile 
or other pattern, cut to size and fas- 
tened on with the blsck walnut trim- 
ming*. A few geraniums, heliotropes, 
iwcet allyssuex. begonias and trovsco- 
lums to droop over the <-dge will give a 
prvtty cffixt.

I 
have also ri.-ited Ceylon sad nearly all 
of the tea growing countries of the ori- 
ent to observe tho mode of putting op 
the tea. It is astonishing tho way they 
manage it adulterate it over thcra Tho 
packers are M skillful that they flip in 
a great deal of inferior tea and work it 
off nnder good brands. This makes tho 
merchants who afterward handle it 
complain. Packages cf tea cf a certain 
brand will bo found all that could l« 
desired, while other package bearing 
the came brand and in tho came cargo 
will bo highly adulterated. As 3*.U tea- 
ls very costly, there is need of experts ta 
examine it They must be good ones, 
for everything depends for the time be- 
ing on their judgment A taster caa 
only taste a few hours at a time, when 
he i* weakened and has to take a rest 
Besides this, when be brpins a job of 
tastine, he must take special pains to ge( 
himself in shape for it I vras about tix 
weeks getting myself ready for exam- 
ining Bome cargoes in the warehouses 
ht-re for the government. Befcre I be-: 
gan I did not taste Intoxicants in any'. 
form and did not even fnxoke. At the, 
fame time I was careful not to eat strong; 
peppers or cpzces, or, in fact, anythirg j 
that could distort the tastes. One ransS' 
be in as perfect condition. In order to 
properly judge cf the teas ho tastes, =3 
a horse ii when prepared for the Derby. 
He must be at fcis K-st -nd must feel 
that he ii The best tea tasters of tho 
country make tnorraons sum.-?, consider- 
ing the time employed; £10,000 ayc^r 
is a low rcm. and oftentimes from fiO,- 
000 to $30,000 is mode, and even mere-.
